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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on 3/6/2003 has been examined with newly added 
claims 94. In this Office Action, claims 72-94 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims: Replace amended on record claims 83, 93 and 94 with the following: 
Claim 83. (Currently amended) A server comprising: 
Processor with memory; 

means for parsing a template according to a markup language, the markup 
language having a start tag comprising an attribute value, parsing being performed to 
determine a value name from the attribute value by identifying a set of elements that 
form a unique key, wherein the set of elements include a group name, a subgroup 
name, and a sequence element; 

means for forming the unique key comprising the value name; 
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means for retrieving a value from a data store using the unique key; 

means for substituting the retrieved value from the data store for the set of 
elements forming the unique key in the markup-language template; 

means for preparing a data object comprising a portion of the template after 
substituting the value from the data store that was retrieved using the unique key for at 
least the attribute value; and 

means for providing the data object to a client of the server. 



Claims 93-94. (Cancelled) 

Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Prior art of record does not appear to teach or suggest or render obvious 
the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added limitations 
as recited in independent claims 72, 82 and 83. The prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest in combination of claimed elements including 
"forming unique key with group name, subgroup name and sequence 
element." 

• Fong et al. (US Patent 6,678,867) teaches a graphical user interface for 
processing information encoded in a structured information format to 
transform the information into another structured information format, and 
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which allows a user to interactively define the mapping for the 
transformation. Jammes et al. (US Patent 6,484,149) teaches a method 
of designing and managing an electronic store, the electronic store is 
generated by manually assembling and compiling a collection of fixed 
Web pages, a method and a network that automates monitoring of call 
centers for problem conditions. The problem conditions are detected 
based on defined parameters such that the cause of the problem condition 
is readily apparent from a triggered alarm condition.
